Rape ...It Does Happen Here 
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First of Two Parti

A rape victim describes a terrifying moment. Is she an 


isolated case? — or is the subject of rape one that should be 
discussed more freely throughout Ulster County because we DO 
have a problem? 


Getting statistics is difficult. No one really keeps them and 


estimated guesses list only one out of six rapes as "officially 
reported For anyone to project the idea that women in the area 
are living under a "safe" cover, however.a to view the situation 
through antique "rose colored glasses." 


Kingston women, who asked to remain anonymous, have 


strong feelings about the "long, hot summer" they had to 
endure along Washington Avenue, Clinton Avenue, Maiden 
Lane and Wall and Fair Street, this year. On the books, 
incidents are listed as break-ins, attempted rapes, assaults — 
but women remain apprehensive and tense and show little 
interest in maintaining a low key approach to the issue. They 
want and should know what's going on because they also want 
to know how to protect themselves. 


To Kingston women, rape, as a problem, exists. 


The problem also exists in the area of New Paltz. It was 


acknowledged further when the Ulster County Sheriffs Depart- 
ment establsihed a Sex Crimes Unit with Martha Cans as 
deputy in charge; when Dr. Herbert M. Weinman of New Paltz 
submitted a workable plan to area hospitals on the protocol for 
handling rape victims in their emergency rooms; when 
Dutchess County Women Against Rape (DC/WAR) held its 
first successful conference on rape recently at Marist College 
with emphasis upon self defense. 


The rape problem is here — how to cope with it is a matter 


of importance to all women throughout Ulster County. 


Many feel sensitivity training courses should be given for law 


enforcement officers who have to deal with rape victims. The 
feeling is these officers response to the problem not the victim. 


"Rape is not so much a crime of sex as one of violence," says

am Sheppard . . . 
'urder Case Relived 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (UPI) — Dr. Sam 


Sheppard is dead but not forgotten. 


Memories of the 1954 bludgeon slaying of 


his wife Marilyn and "Dr. Sam's" two widely 
publicized trials for her murder welled up 
again Monday night with a three-hour tele- 
vision dramatization of the case. 


Ariane Sheppard, his second wife, flew 


from her home in France just to see the 
program. She was only one of the many 
viewers involved in the tangled murder case 
against her late ex-husband. 


Bay Village Police Chief Fred Drenkhan, 


the first patrolman on the scene of the 
slaying, asked to be excused Monday night 
from attending the city council meeting so 
he could sit home and watch the NBC drama 
of the case in which there "were never 
enough facts to make a good circumstantial 
case." 


Without Drenkhan, the other Bay Village 


City Council members huddled around a 
color set in City Hall and also watched. 


Sheppard, a prominent physician, was 


convicted 
of murdering the 
pregnant 


Marilyn and sentenced to life. But at a 
second trial, brought about in large part by 
the efforts of his second wife, Ariane, he was 
acquitted in 1966. 


The second Mrs. Sheppard began cor- 


responding with "Dr. Sam" from Germany 


while he was in Ohio State Penitentiary. 


They were later married and she helped 


Sheppard win the new trial, at which he was 
represented by F. Lee Bailey. 


Sheppard was divorced from Ariane in 


1969. Later that year he married Colleen 
Strickland, 20. 


Sheppard died in 1970 of natural causes 


brought on by liver failure. 


Drenkhan did not arrest Sheppard the 


morning of the discovery of the murder 
because of the evidence of a burglary and the 
doctor's "coherent story" of a "bushy-haired 
intruder." 


"At first when I talked to Sam it appeared 


very likely he could have done it," Drenkhan 
said, "But the more I talked to him I noticed 
he was giving a coherent story. 


"In the scientific aspect of it, when all the 


things were investigated, he (Sam) was the 
responsible party," said Drenkhan. "i. my 
own mind, I think there should have been 
more investigation." 


He said in an interview Sheppard's guilt 


or innocence is still "one of those questions. 
One jury said he did it and another said he 
didn't. 


"If I had been satisfied in my mind at that 


time that there was sufficient cause, I would 
have arrested him," Drenkhan said. "But 
there was no reason for me to arrest him at 
that time." 


Ex-School Employe 


Charges Discrimination 


Over Her Dismissal

KINGSTON 


A former secretary to the Dean of Girls at 
Kingston High School has filed a complaint 
with the New York State Division of Human 
Rights charging that she was dismissed from 
her job in June because of her race and sex. 


Mrs. Victoria Ector of 82 Henry Street, 


employed at the high school since 1972, has also 
filed an Article 78 proceeding in Ulster County 
Supreme Court seeking reinstatement to the 
$4,776-per-year secretarial position. She claims 
that she was improperly suspended and fired. 


School district officials have declined to 


comment on the case. "Since the matter is still 
in litigation," said Louis A. Salzmann, super- 
intendent of schools, "it would be improper for 
us to comment at this time." 


Mrs. Ector, who is 31 years old and black, was 


given a 30-day suspension by the school district 
on May 9. She returned to her job on June 9 
and worked through June 30. That night, on 
Salzmann's recommendation, the board of 
education voted to terminate her contract. The 
official reason for both the suspension and 
dismissal was insubordination. That charge was 
apparently based on her refusal to attend a 
hearing on May 2 concerning charges previously 
leveled against her. 


According to Mrs. Ector, her problems with 


the school district began on April 22, when she 
telephoned Board Member Doris Mulvin, chair- 
man of the student services committee, con- 
cerning a student who had repeatedly stayed 
away from school. 


Word of that conversation, said Mrs. Ector, 


apparently got back to Kingston High School 
Principal Dan Allen, who summonded the 
secretary to his office several days later and 
asked whether she had, in fact, made the call. 
"I told him I wouldn't discuss the matter unless 
my accuser was present," she told the Freeman. 


On May 1, said Mrs. Ector, she was told to 


appear at a meeting the next day with Allen, 
Salzmann and William Turcotte, associate su- 
perintendent for personnel. She refused to 
attend that meeting, claiming that Salzmann 
did not provide her with advance notice, writ- 
ten notification of the subject of the meeting or 
the right to be represented by legal counsel. She 
was suspended a week later. 


Mrs. Ector says that she believes there are 


other reasons for her dismissal, including her 
membership on the negotiating committee of 
the Educational Secretaries of the Kingston 
Area (ESKA), the district's secretarial union. 
She also acknowledged that she has been 
critical, at times, of the treatment students— 
both black and white— receive from adminis- 
trators at the high school. 


Mrs. Ector has already won the first round in 


her long and complicated battle with the 
system. On Sept. 16, a referee with the New 
York State Department of Labor ruled that 
"the claimant was improperly suspended from 
her position and was not guilty of misconduct 
on May 2, 1975." 


The hearing which led to that ruling was 


prompted when Mrs. Ector tried to obtain 
special unemployent benefits after her dis- 
missal. Those benefits were denied because the 
reason for dismissal was insubordination. She 
appealed, won and is now eligible to receive 
back checks as well as future benefits. 


In his ruling, Labor Department referee Pa- 


trick Woods recapped the case and then issued 
his findings: 


"Claimant (Mrs. Ector) is a civil servant, bhe 


was ordered to attend an interrogation on May 
2, 1975. Claimant was not given notice of the 
subject of the interrogation, nor sufficient time 
to obtain representation and counsel. Claimant 
requested an adjournment. An adjournment 
was denied her. Claimant was suspended for 30 
days from her job for failure to attend the 
interrogation . . ." 


Noting that the Civil Service Law provides 


that a person in Mrs. Ector's situation be 
provided with a written notice of a hearing and 
a copy of the charges, Woods continued: 


"I find that the claimant was not in- 


subordinate . . . the claimant, in asking for an 
adjournment of the interrogation in order to 
abtaip counsel was not intentionally and wilful- 
ly disobedient . . . It is elemental that where 
an investigation becomes accustory due process 
of law requires that she be given the opportuni- 
ty to be represented, and advised by counsel of 
her choice. Accordingly, the claimant was im- 
properly suspended from her position, and was 
not guilty of misconduct on May 2, 1975." 


The referee's decision does not affect Mrs 


Ector's employment status; it merely affirms 
that the Labor Department docs not believe she 
was insubordinate and is therefore eligible for 
unemployment benefits. 


The hearing before the Human Rights Com- 


mission in White Plains was held last week 
(Mrs. Ector, Salzmann and Turcotte were 
ordered to appear). A decision isn't expected for 
several weeks. 


In the meantime, she has filed suit in Ulster 


County Supreme Court seeking reinstatement. 
That case has been placed on the court calendar 
for Dec. 5 She is also contemplating appeals 
to both the state and city civil berv\ce com- 
mission and the state Commissioner of Educa 
tion. 


Deputy Ganz. She points out that victims often ask themselves: 
"What did 1 do to ask for it?" 


"Rape is a brutal and degrading crime and in 87 per cent 


of the cases, the woman is threatened with death. If you can 
understand this, you can understand that women are not 
'asking to be raped.' Rape eliminates moral judgement. 


"You must also understand that the rapist is not overcome 


by sexual urges. Approximately 75 per cent of the cases are pre- 
meditated. The rapist looks for an easy mark — a woman alone 
at night. She can be old, pretty - it doesn't count! "Rape 
victims have been 80 year old women, nuns, children. And in 
Ulster County, only one out of six cases are actually reported," 
Deputy Cans said. 


Deputy Cans, who has been checking sex crime figures m 


Ulster County from January 1974-September 1975, says only 
half were completed by arrests and two per cent were cleared 
by arrest. During that same period she said, there were 14 
rapes. 11 sodomy CBSPS, eight sexual abuse cases and two for 
sexual conduct. 
, . 


"The reason so many rape cases remain 'unofficial is the 


stigma of embarrassment that goes with it," Cans told The 
Freeman. "For this reason we now have female deputies on call 
24 hours a day," she said. 


Deputy Cans is also disturbed about arrest cases. She spoke 


about cases of multiple rape — a rapist is arrested, gets out 
on bail and rapes again. Because a rapist needs help, the Sex 
Crimes Unit of the Ulster County Sheriffs Department, is 
coordinating efforts with Mental Health officials in the area. 
There are other problems as well, according to Deputy Cans. 


"Such inadequacies exist in the system that this has become 


a 'cause' for me, not just a job. The rape victim has to come 
in contact with a male society so there is need for women to 
be involved in it. Society and the woman have to be educated 
— the\ have to understand what rape is all about. Fifty per 
cent of the victims do not know the rapist but 47 per cent are 
acquaintances and 10 out of that 47 could be within the 
family." 


Rape is becoming a major social issue. The FBI reports it IB 


the fastest-growing of the nation's most violent crimes. As 
many as 500,000 people a year are attacked by rapists.

Germany can't 
rally a world cause. 


"South Africa? Where do we 


expect leadership to emerge?" 


Nixon, interviewed at his 


home in San Clemente, Calif., 
by William M. Fine, an author 
and New York textiles ex- 
ecutive, had little to say of 
President Ford, whom Nixon 
chose as his vice president: 


"He's okay. Right now he's 


too accessible. A Congress or a 
parliament can paralyze lead- 
ership." 


The mood of the nation, 


Nixon said, is lackluster: 


"We are so cynical, so dis- 


believing — it may take the 
shock of an invasion — in 
Korea or in Thailand. If Amer- 
ican lives are threatened, we 
may regain our sense of belief 
in our country and our need for 
strength. We are a com- 
promised country at the mo- 
ment." 


"If the church and the media 


and business and educators all 


allow the continuous under- 
mining of our strength and 
values, we will keep drifting 
that way " 


He did not explain why he 


felt the American people are 
cynical or what may have 
caused the cynicism. 


If he were in the White 


House today, N'ixon said, "1 
would ask five or six of the best 
brains around me to go off on 
a retreat for several weeks and 
ponder some things — how 
could we make our people feel 
more pride, not be BO con- 
cerned with Arab wealth

"homicidal" in the report. 
When asked later to elaborate, 
he said, "All I'm saying is that 
it was not a suicide and it was 
not an accidental death."

senting Maryjane's

and aunt, repeated his claim 
that his clients are innocent in 
Maryjane's death. He sug- 
gested "carelessness and negli- 
gence" on the part of hospital 
personnel were responsible for 
her death.

The request bypassed the 


appellate division of superior 
court, where the parents' law- 
yer, Paul Armstrong, Monday 
filed an appeal of a judge's 


decision that the respirator 
cannot be unhooked. 


Armstrong went to the ap- 


pellate division after the pa- 
rents decided to appeal Judge 
Robert Muir Jr.'s decision that 
Karen does not have a con- 
stitutional "right to die." 


Muir's unprecedented de- 


cision held that to take the 
21year-old woman off the res- 
pirator which has been keep- 
ing her alive for almost seven 
months would constitute 
homicide. 


Karen Ann has been in a 


coma since reportedly taking a 
combination of drugs and alco- 
hol. Her parents asked the 
court to permit the machine to 
be unplugged to allow her to 
die with "grace and dignity."

Prison Doctors Paid 
For Work Not Done 


ALBANY, N.Y. (UPI) - 


Physicians at state prisons 
were paid more than $250,000 
for work they did not perform 
during fiscal 1973-74, a state 
audit charged today. 


Comptroller Arthur Levitt 


said of the $4.9 million paid for 
health services in corrections 
department facilities in that 
year, about $950,000 went for 
salaries and fringe benefits for 
the 24 full-time doctors. 


But, Levitt said, "Full-time 


physicians at seven of the 13 
facilities we reviewed were 
being permitted to work less 
than the required hours, but 
were paid as though they had 
worked full-time." 


"We estimated that salaries 


and fringe benefits for the time 
not worked amounted to about 
$260,000 annually," the report 
said. 


Levitt's audit also found "a 


lack of uniformity among the 
facilities in their payments to 
physicians who work either af- 
ter hours, on holidays or on 
regular days off." 


The comptroller noted that 


the corrections department 
has since presented a plan to 
the budget and civil service 
departments to eliminate the 
problems. 


Auditors said the discovered 


"procedural weaknesses" in 
the way nine of the 13 prisons 
surveyed handled drugs. At 
the Great Meadow correc- 
tional facility, they said they 
found 3,400 phenobarbital 
tablets which had been 
purchased more than 20 years 
ago. 


On the positive side, Levitt 


lauded a program to train in- 
mates as optical technicians, 
sfiying it has saved the depart- 
ment money and provided ca- 


reers for nearly 90 ex-convicts. 


He suggested a similar pro- 


gram be developed to train 
dental technicians. Levitt said 
employment prospects for 
such technicians were high 
and their work while inmates

h e l p c u t t h e

Washington and Albany 
Play the Waiting Game

Lawmakers in Washington 


and Albany, today played a 
waiting game — each waiting 
for the other to make the first 
move toward saving New York 
City from default. 


While Congress waited for 


the New York state legislature 
to act on new taxes and a wage 
freeze to alleviate the city's 
financial crisis, politicians in 
Albany awaited congressional 
approval of $3 billion in feder- 
al loan guarantees before act- 
ing on the tax package. 


In New York City, officials of 


the nearly bankrupt metropo- 
lis just waited, 


House Democratic leaders 


Monday abruptly postponed 
debate on the House Banking 
Committee loan guarantee bill 
because they feared a defeat. 


There have been indications 


President Ford's opposition to 
federal help for New York was 
softening. 
Backers 
of 
the 


measure hoped to use the de- 
lay to urge Ford to change his 
mind about aiding the city. 


They also hoped the state 


legislature would act on the 
tax increases and a state em- 
ploye wage freeze to demon- 
strate to Congress that Gov. 
Hueh Carey's rescue plan 


could save New York City 
from default. 


Default is likely to occur 


early in December unless the 
federal government in- 
tervenes. 


In Albany, a legislative 


source said tax-wary state law- 
makers would be asked by 
their leaders to consider a 
scaled-down version of Carey's 
$872 million state tax package. 


Carey headed for Washing- 


ton today to lobby for the loan 
guarantee bill. 


Rep. Thomas Ludlow 


Ashley, D-Ohio, a supporter of 
the bill, said a count Friday 
showed the bill headed for 
defeat, with only 130 of the 
House's 289 Democrats ready 
to support it. 


Only a handful of the 145 


Republicans was believed to 


favor the measure as long as 
President Ford is against it. 


The Banking Committee, 


trying to get Ford to drop his 
opposition and to pick up Re- 
publican votes in Congress, 
voted to offer amendments in 
debate to cut the size and 
duration of the federally 
backed loans. 


The original measure called 


for guaranteeing up to $7 
billion in loans for New York 
State for up to 19 years. The 
compromise would make $3 
billion in loans available for 
seven years. 


House approval today would 


leave only three days for the 
Senate to overcome a threat- 
ened filibuster and pass the 
measure before Congress re- 
cesses for Thanksgiving.

Redevelopment Controversy Flares

Critics, who say redevelop- 


ment now is too often carried 
out in "a blind and reckless 
manner," have filed lawsuits 
trying to halt several projects 
and urged the legislature to 
curb the authority of re- 
development agencies. 


There are 178 redevelopment 


agencies in California. 


And, partly because of tax 


advantages they can use to 
lure industry' and developers, 
the agencies are expected to 
continue proliferating.

— when it is no longer possible

N.J. Land Scarce 


TRENTON, N.J. (UPI) - A family with an average income 


hoping to buy a home in New Jersey may be forced into the 
condominium market or to settle out-of-state. 


Land is scarce in this small, populous state. Mortgage money 


is tight, fewer houses are being built and costs are going up, 
according to the New Jersey Home Builders Association. 


Of the undeveloped residential land, 80 per cent is zoned for 


half-acre or larger lots, the association said. Of the developed 
land zoned for single and multi-family units, 51 per cent is 
zoned for one to three acre lots. 


The Mount Laurel decision will not result in any immediate 


relief, as most townships are expected to challenge the ruling 
banning exclusionary zoning, according to John Bukovinsky, 
spokesman for Home Builders. 


"As long as the land sits in two-end three-acre zones while 


court battles are going on, it accrues more taxes. When it is 
sold to the developer, he wants a profit and he wants to recoup 
the taxes," Bukovinsky said. "The greatest cost in buying a 
home is all the delays a developer faces and those costs work 
their way into the eventual price of the home." 


Also, until township building codes are relaxed, he said, the 


cost of building a home on a smaller lot will still keep low and 
middle income families priced out of the housing market. 


"In most New Jersey communities, building codes prohibit 


a 1,200 square foot home — which is the size of a condominium 
unit — on a one-acre lot because it brings in people who earn 
$10,000 and can afford them. Towns want attorneys or doctors," 
he said. "You have to build a 2,500 square foot structure." 


"People are being forced to buy a one-acre. 2J500 square foot, 


four bedroom colonial home, although the smaller sized home 
would more closely meet the needs of most people," he 
continued. 


"It's self defeating to rezone to allow smaller parcels of land 


per home when muncipal practices, such as building codes, 
drive the costs up," he said.

One lawmaker trying to re- 


form redevelopment laws, As- 
semblyman Joseph Montoya, 
conceded that he too did not 
learn of projects in the past 
"until they began to affect 
people by moving them out of 
their homes and businesses 
and upsetting their neighbor- 
hoods. 


"The feelings run so high in 


the area I repressnt that it was 
difficult to conduct a civil 
hearing recently on the sub- 
ject. Almost uniformly these 
people feel that the govern- 
ment process is overwhelming 
them without their consent. 
They make a good case." 


Under current statutes and a 


state constitutional amend- 
ment adopted in the 1950s, a 
city council can declare an 
area "blighted" if it has "a 
growing or total lack of proper 
utilization." Some city coun- 
cils have broadly interpreted 
this in recent years to mean 
that almost any land can be 
considered blighted. 


Once the blight designation 


is made, a redevelopment 
agency then gains very strong 
control over a community's 
future development. 


In some cities, critics say, 


the prime objective of "re- 
development" appears not to 
be rehabiltation of slums but 
rather the reaping of tax mon- 
ey that can be captured to help 
lure developers, or keeping the 
taxes from being spent by oth- 
er jurisdictions. 


When an area is declared 


blighted, a lid is placed on 
property taxes going to local 
governments. If property val- 
ues go up, the 
difference 


between the old taxes and the 
new tax levels is pocketed by 
the redevelopment agency. 


Legislative aides explained 


that this provision was in- 
tended to reward redevelop- 
ment agencies for increasing 
property values in truly 
"blighted areas," where nor- 
mally the valuation would de- 
cline. It was designed to pro- 
vide more money to the agen- 
cies that could be used to spur 
more renewal.

agencies are vetting a windfall 
because they reap the extra 
taxes produced in areas that 
normally would have in- 
creased without any renewal 
because of inflation or natural 
growth. 


For example, downtown Lew 


Angeles property values were 
steadipy increasing before the 
area was deemed a redevelop- 
ment area last summer, ac- 
cording to legislative consul- 
tants. But now the extra taxes 
will go to the redevelopment 
agency instead of schools and 
other taxing jurisdictions. 


Los Angeles City Coun- 


cilman Ernani Bernardi, an 
Dpponent of the city's re- 
development plan, estimated 
it will cost county taxpayers 
$6.9 billion over the program's 
35-year lifespan because of the 
frozen tax base. 


Every inch of the City of 


Industry is encompassed in a 
redevelopment area although 
only 700 persons reside there 
and it is dominated by in- 
dustry and vacant land, ac- 
cording to a legislative re- 
searcher. 


By using the blighted label, 


the taxes caused by rising 
property values can be spent 
by the redevelopment agency 
in the city for an airport, a 
hospital and other services, he 
said. The revenue otherwise 
would go to Los Angeles Coun- 
ty for schools and other tax- 
supported services in residen- 
tial areas where many City of 
Industry workers live. 


The National City plan has 


been challenged in court on 
grounds that the redevelop- 
ment — the shopping center 
and other "improvements" — 
will cause more blight than the 
current golf course.

In other areas, a redevelop- 


ment agency can encourage 
new construction by using 
powers of eminent domain to 
condemn buildings and homes 
to fashion a unified parcel of 
land for renewal. 


Next year the legislature will 


consider efforts led by Mon- 
toya and Sen. Alan Bobbins to 
reform California redevelop- 
ment laws. The bills will deal 
with four main areas: 


— Rewriting the legal defini- 


tion of "blight" to make cer- 
tain it is only used for areas 
which truly need government 
assistance for redevelopment. 
The current requirements 
"seem to open the door to the 
few who would manipulate our 
laws," Montoya said. 


— Giving the state power to 


review and perhaps veto re- 
development plans. The state 
has a stake in how much

payers will provide to counties 
with major renewal projects. 


— Requiring all redevelop- 


ment agencies to spend at 
least some money on housing 
for low and middle income 
Californians.

Heed The Warning 


As the Bicentennial year of celebration approaches, citizens of this 


great country 'lift their heads from individual industries and take a 
cautious look around. 


They find that the wounds of Watergate have miraculously healed, 


despite the doomsdayer's prophesies that we, as a nation, couldn't take 
it. Perhaps the fact that the economy was in trouble had something 
to do with holding us together; there's a cohesiveness in shared 
adversity. 


There is, however, at least one insidious remnant of the adminis- 


tration that used its power so blatantly, that hid behind phrases like 
"national security" and sought to make sacrosanct the office of 
supreme leader. 


The Freeman refers to the campaign to cripple the critics — silence 


the snoopers — paralyze the press. That nobel patriot, Spiro Agnew, 
employed colorful illiteration to ridicule the voice of the nation. 


The administration sought to muzzle what it couldn't outlaw. It tried 


to circumvent the First Amendment and deprive the nation of its 
historic watchdog. The Nixon people implied that the media belonged 
to a small group of New Yorkers who swayed the opinion to the nation's 
press.

As a member of the Kingston Jewish 


Community, I heartily support your edi- 
torial condemning the recent United Na- 
tions General Assembly Resolution equat- 
ing the word Zionism with Racism.

New York City — without using just that 
word — tell the bondholder who appears, 
matured certificate in hand asking for his 
money, that the money is not available. 
"But don't go away, madam," we are 
gearing up to say. "It isn't that we aren't 
going to pay you the money, it's just that 
we aren't going to pay you the money 
right this instant. Everybody falls behind 
in his bills now and then. Perhaps even 
you, madam — heh heh — have fallen 
behind in paying the butcher or the 
baker. Well, it's that way for cities, too. 
They didn't send the police after you on 
those occasions, and you weren't declared 
— what's the 
word they use — 


'bankrupt'? — certainly not, because you 
always intended to pay, and eventually 
did. Well," the teller breaks into a trium- 
phant smile, handing over the new, de- 
ferred certificate, "that's the way it is 
with us!" The customer being most pro- 
bably a New Yorker, and not impossibly 
from the Bronx, replies with a fico; but 
only sticks and stones affect the teller; 
words, around New York, never mean 
anything. Like "promise to pay" on 
bonds, or "the revenue from which shall 
not be used except for . . ." on Transpor- 
tation Authority paper. 


There are one or two sensible reasons 


for avoiding bankruptcy under existing 
law. For one, as a practical matter you 
cannot satisfy creditors at the expense of, 
say, firemen. "Essential services" are in 
fact essential, except of course when 
essential workers go on strike — then, 
suddenly, they are not essential; ask 
Albert Shanker, who is a master at 
describing the essential services per- 
formed by New York schoolteachers, ex- 
cept when they go on strike; when he 
elides into talk about Basic Rights. 


Under traditional law, creditors are 


entitled to all the income that flows into 
the bankrupt corporation. This clearly 
will not do. Then there is another prob- 
lem, rather technical in nature. By and 
large, traffic in the bonds of a bankrupt 
corporation cannot be traded. Obviously 
the laws were not written in contempla- 
tion of the bankruptcy of great cities. The 
idea is that if you are stuck with bonds 
issued by the Wildcat Drilling Company 
of Abilene, Texas, you should not be 
encouraged to write to an acquaintance 
extolling the bonds, offering your own for 
sale and hiding the incidental intelligence 
that they are worthless. The bonds of 
New York City are not going to be 
worthless. They are eventually going to be 
paid off.

Jones, with a thousand dollar bond at 
maturity, might be willing to sell it at 
$800 to an insurance company which, 
unlike Mrs. Jones, doesn't need the mon- 
ey right away. The movement of these 
defaulted bonds away from those who are 
gravely hurt by the postponed payment, 
to those who do not need the cash right 
away and are willing to stock up on 
deferred obligations in return for a chance 
to buy them at bargain prices is socially 
desirable. Any regulation that artificially 
impedes natural economic movement is 
undesirable. So that, barring changes in 
the law — difficult to effect, since 27 
individual states bar the exchange of 
defaulted bonds — we have, here, an 
acceptable reason for avoiding 
bankruptcy. 


There is a significant tactical move, 


undertaken by the unions, who when last 
heard from tentatively promised to invest 
two and one half billion dollars of pension 
money in New York securities. The signif- 
icant strategic move is, in effect, the 
surrender of municipal democracy. Con- 
tracts will hypothetically, be subject to 
revision. Raises will be subject to author- 
ization by non-elected officials, of what- 
ever description. Perhaps even judges, 
although that appears leas likely as we 
move away from technical bankruptcy. 


Still, in the next period — which may 


mean four, five or even eight or ten years 
— fiscal magnanimity in New York is 
going to have to subject itself to the 
physical law that free-running water will 
find its own level, in this case a level 
corresponsing in some way to the level to 
which wages have arrived in, say, Chica- 
go, and San Francisco. 


What is unspecified, but exciting, is the 


possibility that the general convulsion 
will bring on true experimentation and 
change — in education, for instance; and 
in garbage collection; perhaps in mail 
delivery. New York's unemployment is 
huge, and its services dastardly. Some- 
day, somewhere, a bright idea will occur, 
lighting up the gloom.

WASHINGTON—A majority of Ameri- 


cans believe Gerald Ford is a great but a 
poor President. And their favorite Demo- 
crat is non of the presidential contenders 
but Sen. John Glenn, D-Ohio, the former 
astronaut. 


These are the surprising findings of 


America's most painstaking pollster, Pa- 
trick H. Caddell, whose confidential 
"Cambridge Reports" are distributed to 
a select list of clients. 


He delves deeper than other pollsters to 


determine the basis of American think- 
ing. He doesn't merely ask questions but 
conducts exhaustive interviews on eco- 
nomics, politics and other subjects. 
% 


His latest political survey, based on 


interviews last August, has caused a stir 
in the backrooms of Washington. We 
have been slipped a copy. 


Citing "the divergent poll reports about 


Gerald Ford," Caddell explains: "One 
national survey shows him popular; ac- 
cording to another, he is unpopular . . . 


"The problem isn't in the polls. It stems 


from the fact that for American people, 
there are two Gerald Fords: a relatively 
popular and well-liked man, and a rela- 
tively poorly rated President." 


Caddell points out that "64 per cent of 


the people are 'favorable' to Gerald Ford, 
but 61 per cent rate his presidential 
performance as 'only fair' or 'poor.' " 


The Democrat who rates the highest is 


Senator Glenn whose name doesn't even 
appear in most presidential polls. Caddell 
ascribes Glenn's popularity to the fact 
that "he is seen as basically nonpolitical 
by most people — obviously an asset at 
a time when . . . mistrust of politicians 
is on the rise. Glenn also proves to be 
equally popular with Republicans." 


Yet Democrats, when asked whom they 


favored for the presidential nomination, 
gave a big edge to Sen. Ted Kennedy, D- 
Mass. In fact he "has slightly increased 
his lead despite his avowed non-can- 
didacy." He was also the only Democrat 
who beat out President Ford in the 
preference polls. 


Here are more of Caddell's confidential 


conclusions: 


—"President Ford just barely holds his 


own in the top contest, and Republicans 
trail far behind in the congressional races. 
Moves that increase turnout by bringing 
non-voters to the polls would further 
erode Republican strength and threaten 
the party itself." 


—California's ex-Gov. Ronald Reagan 


doesn't appear strong enough to take the 
Republican nomination away from Presi- 
dent Ford. However, "he would probably 
be able to come to the convention with no 
less than a third of the delegates. This 
bodes ill for Vice President Nelson Rock- 
efeller. His rating is essentially un- 
changed from last Spring, when it was not 
very favorable." 


—Ex-Treasury Secretary John Connal- 


ly "is rated very unfavorably by Ameri- 
cans overall and even by many Re- 
publicans. Clearly, the residue of scandal 
has outlasted the news of his acquittal on 
the actual charges brought against him." 


—Alabama's Gov. George Wallace "has 


actually declined in popularity. The cons- 
tant barrage of criticism aimed at him 
and his policies seems to be taking a toll." 


GOLDEN GOOSE: In earlier reports, 


we revealed that Northrop Corporation, 
the giant defense contractor, had ar- 
ranged goose hunts in Mary and andski 
holidays in Colorado for military VIFs. 


Now we have learned that Rockwell 


International, the nation's largest space 
contractor, has been inviting top space 
officials to its hunting lodge on 
Maryland's scenic eastern shore for goose 
shooting. 


The company has provided free bed, 


board, booze and blinds for the hunters 
— with emphasis, according to partici- 
pants, on the booze. 


If the National Aeronautics and Space 


Administration bigwigs have bagged any 
geese, it was Rockwell that wound up 
with the golden eggs. The company did 
$681.6 million worth of business with 
NASA last year. And this was merely one 
installment of a whopping, six-year, $2.7 
billion contract to build a space shuttle 
orbiter. 


Many of the goose hunters have played 


key roles in NASA's space shuttle pro- 
gram. Among those who were Rockwell's 
guests in the duck blinds last year, for 
example, were Ryndal Wetherington, 
NASA's deputy director for space shuttle 
engineering; Clarence Gay, deputy direc- 
tor of NASA's Houston space shuttle 
office; Gerald Griffin, deputy associate 
administrator for space flight operations; 
and Jack Cramer, a NASA legislative 
affaire officer. 


It is unlikely that any NASA official 


would sell out the taxpayers for a week- 
end of goose shooting, with all the free 
booze and home-cooked meals. 


But this is another example of the cozy 


relationship that has grown up between 
the companies that seek government con- 
tracts and the officials who award the 
contracts. 


Footnote: We contacted all Rockwell's 


guests; they denied any wrong-doing. 
Griffin voluntarily told his NASA super- 
visor about his goose-hunting week-end. 
A company spokesman confirmed that 
Rockwell has rented a hunting lodge at 
Wye Island on Maryland's eastern shore 
since 1968. But he declined further com- 
ment. 


At NASA, a spokesman said regu- 


lations "clearly proscribe the accepting of 
any gift, gratuity or other favor from a 
NASA contractor or potential contrac- 
tor." NASA investigators are looking into 
charges of improprieties, he said. The 
agency recently warned its employees, he 
added, about the regulations against ac- 
cepting favors.

Ralph Nader In The Marketplace 


WASHINGTON—On November 21st 


several thousand Democrats intend to 
gather in Louisville, Ky., to see if you can 
teach an old donkey new tricks. It is 
unheard of that professional politicians 
should meet to discuss ideas, but such is 
the self-evident vacuity of the Party's 
program that this "issues convention" 
has at long last been called to take on the 
theme of "Beyond the New Deal." 


The moment is propitious. Popular 


impatience with big government coupled 
with attacks on New Dealismo have 
shaken liberal traditionalists to the point 
that men like Hubert Humphrey are 
talking about the problem of bureaucracy 
and the need for fiscal responsibility. 
Other big name Demos are bopping about 
the land proclaiming the need to 
"restructure" the government or the 
economy or the society or all three. None 
of them seem to have a very precise idea 
of what that may entail, but the mere fact 
that they are saying it shows how desper- 
ate they are for a new idea. 


If the Republicans' problem is to keep 


the status in a state of quo by inventing 
new gimmicks to disguise the paradoxes 
Democrats is to invent non-New Deal 
methods to achieve the New Deal goals of 
an equitable and securely stable prosper- 
ity. 


PRIMITIVE LEFTIST 


Of all their candidates, only Fred 


Harris has come forward with a clear set 
of proposals to do that. The Harris solu- 
tion is a return to primitive, small-unit 
capitalism by vigorous and large-scale 
enforcement of the antitrust statutes. 
Thus we have the anomaly of the most 
leftward contender for the Democratic 
Nomination running on approximately 
the same platform that William Howard 
Taft ran on in 1912. 


A jovial, well-intentioned naif, Harris 


has fallen into the trap of conceiving 
society in its natural state as a free 


enterprise, entrepreneurial Garden of 
Eden polluted and despoiled by the cor- 
porate serpent and the dark archangel of 
bureaucratic government. This is good 
Calvinist theology, but as political econo- 
my Taft couldn't make it work and the 
world has gotten a lot more complicated 
since then. 


Nevertheless, the competitive idea re- 


mains attractive to leftists and liberals 
because they see competition as a sub- 
stitute for the maddening and unsatisfac- 
tory results of government regulation. 
The market, they hope, will do for price, 
quality and service what the Federal 
Trade Commission cannot do. 


The objection is that there is scant 


reason to think that breaking up one huge 
corporation into five big corporations is 
going to create the desired discipline of 
the market pice. One reason for that is the 
nature of the corporation itself. 


The corporation represents the only 


form of property ownership in which the 
owners and managers aren't personally 
liable for the consequences of their acts. 
A corporation can poison it* workers, the 
neighborhood surrounding its factory and 
its customers, but under the law its 
owners, the stockholders, can't be held 
accountable. This immunity exists in no 
other form of business, and it is one of the 
reasons why Ralph Nader has revived the 
old idea of Federal incorporation of these 
immense combines. (See an excellent 
interview of Nader in the current "Rolling 
Stone", issue 200.) 


In return for the government conferring 


this splendid protection, Nader wants 
corporations to be compelled at least to 
keep their books and other pertinent 
financial information open to public in- 
spection. Another step might be 
withdrawing the perpetual immunity of 
permanent incorporation and make this 
privilege renewabl? every three years as 
we do with television licenses. Any com- 


pany that didn't want to put up with such 
governmental intrusions could regain 
absolute privacy and autonomy by decid- 
ing to give up preferred and privileged 
legal status. 


BANKS FOR THE PEOPLE 


That alone would hardly suffice to solve 


our regulatory problems. For the market- 
place to work as a policeman, increasing 
the number of firms offering the same 
type of product for sale will still not bring 
on a satisfactory power equilibrium. This 
is why Nader is pushing so hard for 
consumer cooperative banks. Such banks 
would finance customer and worker- 
owned stores, thereby giving people the 
massed purchasing power to discipline 
the producer corporations. 


Nader's underlying idea here is the 


same as Harris', only Nader is much more 
sophisticated. Both of them, however, 
would replace big government by a socie- 
ty held in discipline and responsible 
tension by many economic power nodules 
of roughly the same size tugging against 
each other. This is the heart of Nader's 
consumerism, not a simple-minded desire 
to make sure all electrical appliances live 
up to their Underwriters Laboratory guar- 
antee. 


In an extended sense this is the new 


idea of the American left. It no longer 
seeks to nationalize General Motors 
because it doesn't believe a GM should 
exist no matter who owns it. It still 
believes in public ownership of much of 
the means of production, but not neces- 
sarily Federal or any other kind of govern- 
ment ownership. 


If the Democrats coming to Louisville 


don't move in the direction of power 
dispersion of this nature, they aren't 
going to get Beyond the New Deal but will 
scatter away, remembered only at un- 
conscious Republicans who didn't have 
the self-knowledge to know they ought to 
have switched.

CINCINNATI (DPI) - "Have you ever," Cincinnati Bengals center Bob 


Johnson wanted to know, "Have you ever seen perfection like Kenny's?" 


The answer, from anyone who saw the aerial circus that Kenny Anderson 


ringmasterted Monday night, had to be either "no" or "hardly ever" 


The Bengals' quarterback passed for a team record 447 yards, hitting 30-of- 


46 passes with no interceptions, to guide Cincinnati to a 33-24 victory over the 
Buffalo Bills in a free-wheeling nationally-televised game. 


It was Cincy's eighth win in nine starts and kept the Bengals tied with 


Pittsburgh for the AFC Central Div,sion lead. 


Although O.J. Simpson rushed for 197 yards, 154 coming in the first half, it 


wasn't enough to keep the disappointing Bills from slipping to 5-4, the fourth 
loss in their last five games. 


Simpson, who has a chance to break his NFL season rushing record of 2,003 


yards, now has 1,325 and needs to average 136 yards in his final five games to 
top the astounding mark he set in 1973. 


But Monday night belonged to Anderson. 
Besides surpassing his old club passing yardage mark of 352 yards, Anderson 


also set a club total individual offensive record with 455 yards. Team records 
of 547 total yards and 34 first downs also were set. 


"I'd have to say it was my best performance," said Anderson, a fifth year pro 


out of tiny Augustana (111.) College. "Teams have been throwing the ball on

For Beniquez, Others 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) — Jimmy Wynn, who helped Los 


Angeles win the National League pennant in 1974, has been 
shipped off to Atlanta in a four-for-two deal for Dusty Baker 
but he's not mad at the Dodgers. 


"There's no doubt in my mind that I can still play center 


on a regular basis," the 33-year-old veteran said following 
Monday night's big four-for-two deal. 


"My arm is strong and I can still get around.^ I don t really 


understand why the Dodgers feel otherwise." 


The Dodgers did feel otherwise, though. Al Campanis, 


their vice president in charge of player personnel, said 
Wynn was a defensive liability because of a balky right 
elbow. 


Baker, 26, will play centerfield for the Dodgers next year. 


He hit .261 with 19 home runs and 72 RBIs while playing 
center at Atlanta last season. 


"He can run, throw, field and hit with power, said 


Campanis. "And it's our feeling that he has yet to reach 
his peak. Our scouting reports on him have always been 
good." 


The Dodgers also acquired Ed Goodson, 27, from Atlanta. 


Besides Wynn, they gave up Lee Lacy, 27; Tom Paciorek, 
29, and Jerry Royster, 23. 


Baker, a five-year major league veteran, once was hailed 


as the Braves' next Henry Aaron. He was Aaron's teammate 
four years. Baker's best season was 1973 when he hit .288 
with 99 RBIs, 21 home runs and 24 stolen bases. 


Wynn who came here before the 1974 season in a trade 


with Houston for Claude Osteen, hit .271 with 32 homers 
and 108 RBIs m the Dodgers' pennant-winning year, and 
was voted the NL's "Comeback Player of the Year." But 
he slipped to .248 with 18 homers and 58 RBIs m 1975. 


He underwent surgery for his ailing elbow before last 


season but he was ineffective in the field and split time at 
center with John Hale. 


"Jimmy displayed defensive weaknesses even in '74," 


said Campanis, "and we felt that his arm never really came 
back from the surgery of last winter " 


"I went in a rut last year when I began pressing in an 


attempt to make up for all the club's injuries," Wynn 
declared. 'Then I found myself out of the lineup and I felt 
that they had given up on me ... given up on me just one 
year after I had helped them win a pennant. 


"But I don't want to sound bitter. I have no differences 


with the Dodgers. They treated me right. The '74 season 
was definitely the happiest and most satisfying on my 
career, 


"I'll try to have that same kind of year with the Braves.

One of the things the Braves have lacked is leadership and, 
perhaps, I can help supply some " 


Goodaon, who can play first and third, hit .208 in 86

It is on the issue of the cash that the differences arise. 


Corbett, criticized locally for allegedly dumping Jenkins 
primarily to raise money, said he would make the trade 
without money, but only if Boston would add another 
pitcher. 


"The cash in our discussion with Boston has always been 


secondary," he said "I want to make this deal because 1 
feel Juan Beniquez, with his speed, youth and ability, is 
the centerfielder we so desperately need. We're looking for 
players, not money. If I was trying to deal Jenkins for money 
I could get a half million dollars for him." 


Corbett said he had offered Jenkins, a right-hander who 


will be 32 next month, "all around the league and you 
wouldn't believe the offers we got This was the best." 


Jenkins is expected to join veteran right-handers Luis 


Tiant and Rick Wise in the Red Sox' starting rotation, 
leaving Bill Lee as the only starting left-hander He is 
expected to replace Reggie Cleveland as a starter 


Jenkins compiled a 17-18 record with 22 complete games 


and 3.93 earned run average for the Rangers this season, 
his second year in the American League. Between 1967 and 
1972, he was a 20-game winner six seasons in a row with 
the Chicago Cubs. 


He was traded to Texas after slipping to 14-16 in 1973 


A year ago, his first m the AL, he compiled a 25-12 record, 
with a 2.83 earned run average and 29 complete games 


Barr, 24, had a 6-12 record this year with an earned run 


average of 2.93 with the Red Sox' Pawtucket farm club 


"In Barr we're getting an excellent prospect who'll get a 


shot as a starter," Corbett said. 


Beniquez batted .291 last year as a spot starter in the 


outfield. 


Jenkins' best season with the Cubs was 1971 when he led 


the NL in victories with a 24-13 record, had a 2 77 earned 
run average and 263 strikeouts while working a league 
leading 304 innings He won the Cy Young Award as the 
league's outstanding pitcher that year. 


He won 20 games in 1967 and 1968, 21 in 1969, 22 in 1970,

trying to coax officials from 
the Cotton and Gator Bowls 
into accepting teams from 
their conference. 


With the winner of next 


Saturday's game between Ne- 
braska and Oklahoma already 
Committed to the 
Orange 


Bowl, the proposed plan by the 
Nebraska officials was to send 
the Comhuskere to the Cotton 
Bowl if they lost to Oklahoma 
and have Colorado, the third 
place team in the conference, 
play in the Gator Bowl. If 
Nebraska defeated 
the 


Sooners, Oklahoma was to go 
to the Gator Bowl and Colo- 
rado to the Cotton Bowl. 


The negotiations were not 


successful, however, and Big 
Eight Conference teams were 
shut out of the Cotton Bowl 
and the Gator Bowl. Georgia 
was invited to play in the 
Cotton Bowl against the 
Southwest Conference cham- 


pion and Florida and Mary- 
land were selected as Gator 
Bowl opponents. Colorado 
then accepted a bid to play m 
the Astro-Bluebonnet Bowl. 


With the Sugar Bowl an- 


nouncement Monday, the Big 
Eight runnerup is now out of 
the four major post-season 
games. And, if Nebraska loses 
Saturday, it will go no place. 
The Cornhuskere were invited 
to play in the Fiesta Bowl at 
Tempe, Ariz., against the win- 
ner of the Western Athletic 
Conference but the players 
voted three-to-one against ac- 
cepting the bid. 


"This is nothing personal 


against the Fiesta Bowl," said 
Coach Tom Osborne of Ne- 
braska. "We hold the Fiesta 
Bowl in the highest regard 
because they wanted us, and 
they (the players) appreciated 
that very much. It's just that 
the players want all their eggs 
in one basket and that is to 
defeat Oklahoma." 


Oklahoma, 
however, 
has 


agreed to play in the Fiesta 
Bowl although Coach Barry 
Switzer admitted he wasn't 
happy about the post-season 
developments. 


"I'm not disappointed in the 


Fiesta Bowl but am disap- 
pointed that we were led along 
by the Sugar Bowl," said 


Switzer. "As of late Sunday

NEW YORK (UPI) — The easiest thing in the world is to 


hit a gportewriter. 


He's generally standing still, taking notes, listening to what's 


being said, and if some player or coach swings at him, he never 
hits back. 


That was the way it happened Sunday night at Madison 


Square Garden where the New York Rangers shut out the 
Detroit Red Wings, 3-0. 


Upset by his team's loss and further angered perhaps over 


a circumstance which followed, Red Wings' Coach Doug 
Barkley punched Walter MacPeek, a hockey writer for the 
Newark Star Ledger. MacPeek then went to a police station 
near the Garden and filed formal charges. The complaint 
number is 31305. Ordinarily that wouldn't make much news 
or cause any undue excitement, except attacks on sports writers 
seem to have been on the rise the past few months and now 
are drawing more attention. 


They should, because nobody, repeat NOBODY, professional 


athletic figure or anybody else, has a right to hit somebody else 
simply because he doesn't like something which was written 
about him or a question put to him. There has been enough 
breakdown in law and order in the streets and in the 
international community. The only place where there's sup- 
posed to be some class, some style or reasonable procedure 
remaining is in the fun and games department, and if it isn't, 
we're in much more trouble than we suspect. 


"We have no comment at this time over the alleged incident 


at Madison Square Garden," the Red Wings said late Monday 
afternoon. 


Naturally. They can forget about the word "alleged." 


MacPeek has witnesses. There were other sports writers present 
when he was hit. 


Barkley is putting in his second hitch as coach of the Red 


Wings and his action Monday night was not typical of him. 
What might or might not have had something to do it was a 
visit by Red Wings' owner Bruce Norris to the dressing room 
following the team's defeat. Norris had a talk with Barkley. 
Details of that conversation have not been divulged, but I 
wouldn't fall over in a dead faint if they had something to do 
with the mood Barkley was in when he met the writers. 


Whether they did or not is no excuse for what he did. Physical 


violence contributes nothing, it merely destroys. Some NHL 
people are so short-sighted, they can't see the media helps them 
tremendously and, indeed, is vital to their business. Clarence 
Campbell, the NHL president, is wise enough to see it. I'm 
positive he feels the same way I do because I've heard him say 
so in the past. But he should do something about the league's 
post-game rule. 


The rule is ambiguously worded and it contributed toward 


.Sunday night's trouble. It says "within a reasonable time (7 
to 10 minutes) after a game, media personnel will have 
available to them the team management." The rule goes on to 
say media representatives shall be admitted to the dressing 
room "if member club so desires." And if member club does 
not desire, "a separate interview room shall be designated." 


Fine. Now where does the visiting team find a spare interview 


room in every arena on the road? 


According to MacPeek, he and the other writers had waited 


nearly 20 minutes. He wished to speak with goalie Ed 
Giacomin, recently traded by the Rangers to the Red Wings, 
and when Barkley wouldn't let him or any of the other writers 
into the dressing room, MacPeek called his attention to the 
post-game rule. 


MacPeek says Barkley told him to shove the rule. 
"I wanna make sure I get this right so I can get it into my 


report to Clarence Campbell," MacPeek said. 


Now that was waving a red flag in front of Barkley and 


MacPeek shouldn't have done it, but neither should Barkley 
have done what he proceeded to do. 


'"If you wanna settle this we'll go outside,'" MacPeek quotes 


the Detroit coach as saying. 


"No, we'll settle it with a note to the National Hockey League 


office," MacPeek answered. 


"I thought that was that," he says, "but then he started 


swinging. He hit me four or five times, I don't know for sure 
how many because I was stunned. I began ducking, but he 
nicked me a few times." 


Somehow all this is reminiscent of an incident back in 1949 


when Herb Goren, writing hockey for the old New York Sun, 
accidentally came upon a story while having his back treated 
in one of the old Garden dressing rooms. Some of the Chicago 
Black Hawk players came in and began verbally ripping their 
coach, Charlie Conacher. He had taken his kid brother, Roy, 
then playing with the Hawks, out to a nightclub the night 
before while the rest of the team had to respect a midnight 
curfew. The other Black Hawk players, were boiling about it. 


Goren wrote the story. Later when the Black Hawks moved 


on to Detroit, Lew Walter, then with the Detroit Times, 
expanded on it. Walter susbsequently showed up in the Hawks' 
dressing room and began talking to Charlie Conacher, but in 
the middle of the interview the Chicago coach interrupted and 
asked him: 


"What did you say your name was?" 
Walter told him, and Conacher popped him. 
"Charlie hit Lew Walter a real good one," says Herb Goren 


26 years later, "but the guy he should've hit was me."

Only 
New Jai Alai Move 


You've been reading about the tremendous deer herd in New 


York State for the 1975 big game season. But would you believe 
that two Town of Hardenburgh hunters were alleged to have 
killed the "last deer" in Ulster County around 1890? 


That's what the Guide to the Catskills publication says about 


Dick Misner and John Bill Rodgere, who were in their late 90s 
when they died around 1896. They were virtual hermits living 
on the Misner Place at the head waters of Dry Brook. 


The reference to the "last deer" is a slight exaggeration, but 


at one time the Catskill deer was perilously close to extinction. 
Today's plentiful herds are the result of intensive restocking 
since that time. And there are more deer around today than 
in" the days of the Esopus Indians. 


Genuine legends are scarce but there is a certain charm 


to the Catikill Mountains and if legends were created they 
make interesting reading a hundred years later. 


Would you believe that in early times the Catskills were 


infested with fierce wolves, panthers and bears who made 
life miserable for the settlers? They not only raided the 
livestock but frequently attacked and ate children and even 
adults! A little hard to believe, isn't it, but the legends 
persist. 


Among legendary hunters were little William Lane, who is 


reputed to have invaded the rock den of a large wounded 
panther and dispatched him with his little hunting knife. Then 
there was Cyrus Dodge, the original Six Million Dollar Man, 
who fought seven panthers at one time. How about Nelson 
Crocker, who single-handedly cleaned out a whole swamp full 
of. panthers! 


Mighty bear hunters? The woods were full of them, like the 


Drake boys (Zepheniah and Nathan), and the Burnham, 
Horton and Brown boys, all of Forestburgh, to mention a few. 
They don't make hunters like that anymore. 


Then there was Barney Butts, who lived from 1799 until 


1882. A powerful man hailing from Hensonville, Butts 
quickly built a reputation as a mighty hunter and trapper. 
He is credited with having killed countless wildcats and 
wolves and even domesticating some as house pets. He is 
alleged to have found and cut down more than 500 bee trees, 
an' item obviously more plentiful in those days than it is 
today. 


The Hummel brothers - Silas and Hannanus — known 


as Harm, were the Catskill Mountains' champion "coon 
hunters. They lived deep in Plattekill Cove around the turn 
of the century and their catches ran into the thousands. 


Hunting was not entirely a male occupation in those days. 


Take the case of Amy White, a woman who lived alone near 
Palenville around the turn of the century. She dressed m 
buckskin and spent most of her time roaming the Catskill in 
search of game. 
She called herself a "practical taxidermist and sold her 


hunting booty, including birds, bears and wildcats to summer 


Tom Quick (1710-1795) was another kind of hunter who spent 


much of his life in the Catskills as a hunter, lumberman and 
farmhand. He had a special kind of game-Indians. 


When he was a young man Indians treacherously attacked 


and killed his father, who had always been good to the Indians. 
Young Tom made a vow of revenge and it is authenticated that 
he killed 20 of them, although it is more likely he killed over 
a hundred.

In addition, tech- 
nqiues of interviewing and the study of 
learning resources are involved in the special 
training.

Police Search QE II 
For IRA Explosives 


SOUTHAMPTON, England 


(UPI) — Security forces racing 
against time searched the liner 
Queen Elizabeth II inch-by- 
inch 
today 
for Irish Re- 


publican Army explosives and 
guns smuggled from the Un- 
ited States. 


Police believe IRA sympa- 


thizers in the United States 
might be using the vessel as a 
transatlantic bomb ferry to 
transport gelignite and deto- 
nators into England. 


A team of 60 policemen, 30 


soldiers and six dogs trained to 
find explosives searched the 
ship "with a fine tooth comb", 
according to one crewman. 


He said they were even rip- 


ping out the wood paneling in 
all the vessel's 2,600 cabins 
and smashing open the crews' 
personal lockers. 


Police raced to complete 


their investigation before 
Thursday, when the ship sails 
to New York to pick up pas- 
sengers for a Caribbean cruise. 


A Cunard spokesman prom- 


ised 
the 1,200 passengers 


booked on the cruise the 
66,000-ton ship would sail on 
time, with the police still on 
board if necessary. 


Douglas9 


Program 
Begins 


PORTLAND, Ore. (UPI) - 


The rehabilition program for 
retired U.S. Justice William 
0. Douglas, 77, with his left 
side paralyzed by a stroke, will 
be designed to let him to do 
"everyday things." 


Douglas was admitted Sun- 


day to Good Samaritan 
Hospital's Stroke Rehabilita- 
tion Program. He suffered a 
stroke Dec. 31, 1974, and re- 
signed last Wednesday after 36 
years on the Supreme Court 
bench because his condition 
left him "unable to shoulder 
my full share of the burden." 


Dr. Joseph Paquet, an in- 


ternal medicine specialist who 
has been Douglas' physician 
for 20 years, said Monday the 
retired justice was in stable 
condition, had no speech im- 
pairment and was mentally 
alert. 


He said Douglas probably 


would remain in the hospital a 
shorter time than the normal 
four-to-six weeks, but would 
not be separated from the 
eight other patients in the pro- 
gram. 


"He still has many things to 


clean up on his desk in Wash- 
ington," Paquet said. 


Paquet said the program 


would be designed to help 
Douglas with his walking and 
to make it easier for him to 
"transfer from a chair to bed." 
He added it should enable him 
to do "everyday things." 


The doctor said Douglas, 


who flew here Sunday from 
Washington with his son, Wil- 
liam 0. Douglas Jr., had 
planned to enter the hospital 
during the court's December 
recess but decided to enter at 
once after quitting the bench 
last 
week. Douglas' 
wife, 


Cathleen, remained in the cap- 
ital. 


Douglas will be given physi- 


cal treatment for a pain in the 
throat rather than drugs, the 
doctor said. 


Paquet said he had seen 


Douglas in Portland in Sep- 
tember and he noticed he was 
tense but he was "very much 
more relaxed" now. 


"The 
long hours on the 


bench would have given ^him 
less chance for recovery," he 
said of Douglas' condition. 


Paquet said details of the 


program for Douglas were still 
being worked out. 


"The 
place is really hop- 


ping," a hospital aide said. 


This seemed likely, crewmen 


said, since police had so far 
searched only three of the 
ship's 13 decks. 


The hunt was sparked by the 


weekend discovery in down- 
town Southampton of the big- 
gest cache of IRA explosives 
yet found in Britain.

Supervisor Wilfred H. Neff

The Rochester Town Board 


at a special meeting recently 
voted against opposing nuclear 
power installatons in the area, 
but left the question open. 


Supervisor Wilfred H. Neff, 


Councilman Sam Waruch and 
Town Justice Harold Lipton 
voted against the measure, 
which was supported by Coun- 
cilman Vernon Gray and Town 
Justice A. Brian Lawrence. 


The board decided, however, 


to refer the resolution to the 
Rochester Environmental 
Commission for its recommen- 
dations, with the possibility of 
a reconsideration by the town 
board at a later date. 


The board also voted to in- 


vestigate the possibility of ac- 
quiring a 36-acre property in 
the Cherrytown area from the 
state. Since the parcel is less 
than 100 acres, it can be trans- 
ferred to a municipality by 
deed. 


Waruch said that the parcel 


borders a good road, has a 
secondary road and a stream, 
and would be ideal for camp- 
ing and other recreational 
uses. He said that As- 
semblyman Maurice Hinchey 
had promised to lay the neces- 
sary groundwork at the state 
level as soon as the town gives 
him pertinent information on 
the land.

The new budget shows antic- 


ipated revenues of $176,196, 
leaving $440,000 to be raised 
by taxes.

Rochester faces a stiff increase 
in home relief costs. The board 


budgeted $7,000 for 1975, then 
saw expenditures soar to over 
$35,000 to date, with another 
$6,000 to $7,000 anticipated to 
be spent before the end of the 
year. The county reimburses 
towns approximately 40 per 
cent of home relief costs. 


In 
discussing the salary 


freeze, most attention went to 
the $1,200 proposed to be 
added to the salary of Justice 
Harold Lipton, whose wife had 
previously been paid that for 
her services as secretary to the 
town justices. Recently 
enacted legislation prohibits 
wives of justices serving in the 
position, so the board added 
the amount to justices' con- 
tractual expenses to be used at 
their discretion.

Onteora Board Attorney 


s Marlow Charges Soon 


BOICEVILLE 


Specific charges on several improprieties will be placed 


against Onteora Superintendent Frank Marlow before the 
week is out, according to S. James Matthews, special board 
of education attorney in charge of prosecuting the case. 


The Onteora School Board voted 6-0 Monday night to 


continue Dr. Marlow's suspension with pay for an additional 
30 days "or until a hearing or the determination of a 
hearing" is made, virtually an open ended and indefinite 
period that would make further such resolutions unneces- 
sary. 


The vote was only 6-0 on a nine member board because 


during discussion of the resolution two protesting members 
elected to vacate their board seats prior to the vote, Irene 
Motrie and Edna Hoyt. Another member, Rosalia Schwarz, 
was absent. 


Matthews explained early in the board meeting, in 


response to a question from the audience, that he had 
apologized Friday to Dr. Marlow's attorney, Joseph D. Hill 
of Kingston, for delays in assembling data to translate 
general areas of investigation into concrete charges tied to 
the education law and the superintendent's contract. 


He had been given the assignment Oct. 21 by the board 


upon the suggestion of attorney John M. Donoghue, along 
with the board resolution calling for a 30-day suspension for 
Dr. Marlow. That period ends Thursday. 


Actually, it was brought out that the superintendent was 


not "suspended" as such by the board, according to the 
resolution. It specified that he was to be "placed on leave 
from duty." Board member Howard Lewis said he thought 
the wording was probably chosen in order to remove the 
stigma in deference to Dr. Marlow for "ten years from now 
when all this has blown over." 


Board President Donald Lawson steadfastly refused to 


discuss details of the investigation, answering questions 
from the audience by stating that in his opinion the actions 
taken were in the best interests of the district. Board 
member Sam Mercer commented that the board had met 
"at least twice a week since this thing began... The process 
is ongoing. There's no great loss in operation of the school 
district. Everything is getting done." 


Some opinion was voiced that the district was not getting 


its money's worth with Secondary Principal Carl Brown 
doubling as district superintendent. 


Mrs. Hoyt commented at one point, "It seems to me the 


stance taken is that Dr. Marlow is guilty until proven 
innocent." 


Mrs. Motrie spoke up only once, to say, "I'm doing a slow 


burn ... Unti this board decides to act as a corporate body, 


I have had one resolution too many shoved down my throat 
as a bombshell. You know my phone number. You can call 
me." With that, she got up and left the meeting room at 
Bennett Elementary School. 


Mrs. Hoyt added, "That goes for me too," adding, ^"Three 


of us board members very rarely are let in on what's going 
on." Of Dr. Marlow she stated, "His contract goes only 1W 
years; we're not talking about some criminal here." She 
claimed the three members had not been made privy to the 
plan to extend his suspension, learning of it in the 
newspaper. 


The delays in getting the matter down to specifics, 


according to Matthews, have been largely logistical. Just 
Monday, a person who had been counted on to give 
testimony pulled out he recounted to the Freeman afterward 
in an informal discussion. With a desire to present only 
charges that are well documented, some points had to be 
jettisoned. 
He was emphatic 
that 
several 
specific 


documented charges with an eye toward dismissal of the 
superintendent would be presented and several witnesses 
would be called to testify. 


It was learned that the basis for some of these charges 


would be Civil Service Law irregularities and the hiring and 
pay practices of employes, professional and non-professional 
staff. The reportedly illegal "Step Zero" controversy of last 
year regarding the hiring of non-professional staff at below 
contracted salaries was deemed germane. 


Dr. Marlow will be served the list of specific charges at 


least 24 hours before it is made public. Lawson called an 
executive session for tonight to pursue the matter. 


The board also: approved acceptance of a memorandum 


of agreement with the Onteora Non-Teaching Employes 
Association for a contract, dated Nov. 10, subject to the 
draft of a final contract. 


• Received a recommendation from the Committee on 


District Priorities and Resources calling for an increased 
emphasis on the three R's, a return to cultivation of basic 
skills in grades K-12 in the fields of reading, writing, and 
mathematics with three subcommittees to determine the 
competence of existing programs and recommend changes. 


• Acknowledged federal Title IX regulations prohibiting 


discrimination on the basis of sex. Questioned in the impact 
on athletics, assistant superintendent Herbert Howard said 
equal funding was not necessary, only equal opportunities. 


• Approved the October financial report, after an audit by 


the board's audit committee. Expenditures to support 
attorney Matthews had been challenged by Dr. Marlow as 
illegal.
